The Twelfth of September. 


Thursday last, the Anniversary of the Victory at 
North Point, was ushered in by every demonstration 
of joy and pleasure, which the glorious recollection 
it recalled, might be expected to inspire.

the day, advanced to the front of the hustings in the 

uniform of his regiment, to address the assembled | 
crowd.

After the speech, the process of elevating the 
classic and graceful “ Genius of Baltimore” com- 
menced, when, the statue was raised above the cap 
of the pillar, and presented an appearance which we 
are at a loss to describe, A beautiful and silvery 
cloud floated on the blue ether, on the reverse of it 
from the hustings, and gave it asplendid relief. [he 
statue sull rising, seemed to enter the heavenly 
mist, and register at “ Heaven’s chancery” the va- 
lourous deeds of those who fell on that glorious day, 
which we were assembled to commemorate. ‘The 
heure was soon lowered into the matrix pre- 
yvared for its reception, on the head of the pillar; 
and the multitude instantly and spontaneously gave 
three cheers, which echoed like thunder to the 
clouds. The roar of the artillery and musquetry, 
was instantly heard, and every countenance evinced 
the fervent zeal and magnanimity which warmed the 
soul within.

A new state penitentiary is now erecting at Phila- 
delphia. The plan is somewhat novel. It consists 
of seven buildings, constructed on the radiating 
principle, each containing thirty four cells, witha 
large edifice in the centre, to which they are united 
by covered ways. It is in this central building that 
the victuals, &c. of the convicts are to be prepared, 
and here also, one or more centinels are to be placed, 
Every cell has its own yard, where the prisoners 
can be admitted to the light of the sun only at the 
pleasure of the keeper. The buildings, yards, gar- 
dens and grounds, embracing an area of twelve acres 
are to be surrounded by a wall sixty feet in height, 
and fronted by apartments for the keepers and other 
officers of the institution. The plan or design of 
this extensive and important public work, was fur- 
nished by John Haviland, Esq. architect, and is 
founded on the principle of improving the system of 
solitary labour, and we trust will afford ample op- 
portunity for making a fair expeiiment of this phi- 
lanthropic theory.
